B.C.G-o  Vaccination  against  Tuber* jlosis« 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  for  the  first  time 
to  all  children  in  the  year  of  their  13th.  birthday.  ^dth  the  consent 
of  the  parents,  a test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already 
encountered  the  germ  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it  -has  done  so,  no  further 
action  is  taken,  as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a natural 
immunity.  If,  however,  \-xie  test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not 
encountered  tubercle  bacil_lus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  .has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer 
protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

In  addition,  vaccination  is  offered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years,  who  have  previously  been  absent  or  uiiose  parents 
have  not  consented.  Each  child  has,  therefore,  a coidiniing  opportunity 
to  be  vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

Under  no  circumstances  can  a Home  Help  be  used  as  a sitter-in  and 
the  amount  of  assistance  v/hich  a patient  is  granted  is  related  strictly 
to  the  amount  of  domestic  work  which  is  required  to  be  done.

Vaccination  and  Inununisatiun  in  Schools 


In  1962  the  school  immunisation  programme  was  extended  to  include 
protection  against  Tetanus.  There  has  been  growing  emphasis  for  tj is  in 
recent  years  and  it  can  now  be  acTministered  in  a combined  foria  v;ith 
Diphtheria, 

By  the  end  of  I967  out  of  a school  population  of  11, 919  cMldren, 
9,828  had  received  protection  against  Diphtheria  representing  82.44%  of 
the  population,  whilst  in  the  five  years  that  Tetanus  protection  has  been 
available,  9,490  (79*  01%)  children  tiave  been  imjnunised  against  Teta.nus, 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  also  introduced  into  the  school 
programme  in  I964  in  order  to  improve  the  immunity  rate.  10,320  school 
children  are  now  protected  against  this  disease,  representing  89.87^0  of 
the  school  population. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  the  headteachers  is  very  much  appreciated 
in  these  schemes,  the  success  of  which  is  shown  in  the  high  immunity  rates 
achieved  amongst  school  children. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

During  19^7  46l  primary  vaccinations  against  Smallpox  were  carried 

out.

VJxiTijR  SUPPLY. 

All  dwellings  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  niains  v;ater  supply 
vhiich  is  obtained  iron  the  Wakefield  and  District  Ws.ter  Board,  In  general, 
complaints  are  made  direct  to  the  responsible  Officers  of  the  Board  so  that 
tliis  Department  * s knov/ledge  of  alleged  inadequacy  is  usually  limited  to 
those  cases  where  private  service  pipes  are  at  fault. 

Weekly  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  tsiien  by  the  Board’s 
Cher.iLsti  of  the  rav;  water,  of  water  chlorinated  but  not  filtered,  and  of 
water  entering  the  supply  after  final  treatment.  Immediate  check  samples 
are  taken  of  any  proving  unsatisfactory,  the  chlorine  doseage  is  increased 
and  the  matter  fully  investigated.  Any  new  mains  are  cleared  by  the  Chemist 
before  being  brought  into  use. 

As  previously  reported,  the  water  at  source  is  more  acid  than  your 
original  supply  and  to  obtain  a stable  p.H.  value,  the  final  level  is 
maintained  at  9. 

The  f]'  ride  content  continued  to  be  negligible,  never  exceeding 
0.1  p.p.m. 

The  iron  oxide  staining  of  clothes  dried  in  spin  dryers  was  finally 
cleared  up  in  march . 


SWIlfilllG  BATHS. 

The  swimming  bath  at  St.  Wilfrid's  R.G.  High  School  is  in  use  tlirougiv- 
out  the  school  year,  v/hilst  the  Lister  Baths  o^jon  from  April  to  September. 

The  Lister  Baths  comprise  two  pools,  one  large  and  one  small  and  the 
school  has  one  pool  only.  The  water  is  dravm  initially  from  the  public 
mains  and  is  iviaintained  in  satisfactory  condition  in  both  cases  by  fully 
automatic  treatment  plant,  the  water  at  the  Lister  Baths  being  changed 
every  three  hours  and  at  the  school  every  six  hours. 

Chlorine  content  and  p.H.  value  are  checked  three  tiraes  daily  by  the 
respective  responsible  officers. 

The  total  nui.iber  of  ba.cteriological  samples  taken  was  15^  of  v;hich 
136  were  satisfactory.  In  addition  79  samples  were  taken  as  Laboratory 
checks  on  pJI,  value  and  chlorine  content.

During  1.967  57  additionr.l  water  closets  were  provided  for  e:d.sting 
dwellings  by  improvements.  In  some  cases  this  would  elimina.te  the 
existing  external  v/ater  closets,  but  accurate  figures  of  this  a.re  not 
available.  I4I  new  dwellings  vjere  constructed  v;ith  water  closets.

Tv;o  vehicles  vjoro  in  regular  uce  for  refuse  collection,  with  the  spare 
vehicle  being  brought  into  soi'vice  vrhen  necessary. 

Toware’s  the  end  of  the  yea.r  the  larger  of  the  two  regulo.r  vehicles  broke 
down  and  duo  to  the  cost  of  pc.rts  alone,  together  with  a long  deliver^'’  period, 
a second-hand  vehicle  in  running  order  was  purciiased  at  a.  price  less  than  the 
cost  of  the  parts  required  to  repair  our  own  vehicle. 

In  view  of  the  requironents  of  The  hotor  Vehicles  (Construction  & Use) 
Regulations  1966  No,  1288  this  action  could  only  be  considered  as  a temporary 
expedient,  and  a.  new  vehicle  was  ordered  in  Doceober, 

During  October  a one  laonth  trial  of  a "task”  system  was  introduced  and 
wn.s  an  iLi:.;ense  success.  By  this  arrangement,  given  normal  conditions  - i.o. 
full  teams  and  no  breakdowns  - it  was  found  possible  to  maintain  a seven  and 
a half  day  (five  and  a half  v/orking  do.y)  collection  with  the  larger  vehicle 
and  a seven  day (five  working  day)  collection  with  the  smaller  one. 

Thus,  complaints  of  delayed  collections  were  largely  eliminated  but 
complaints  of  spillage  and  missed  bins  tended  to  increase  a little.  These 
were,  of  course,  due  to  the  increased  speed  at  v/hich  the  men  were  working. 

Disposal  was  by  tipping,  aaain  restricted  to  fan.i  land  which  is  being  reclaimed 
CLSSj  GGL  D GULL/  .luiPTlIIiG. 

The  houses  served  by  cesspools  are  mainly  concentrated  in  two  areas, 
namely  ^ickton  Wood  Pastures  and  part  of  Lekv/orth  Road,  Purston,  with  a few 
others  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district.  All  the  cesspools  arc  emptied 
regularly  by  the  cesspool/ gully  machine,  \;hich  is  also  used  for  street  gully 
cleansing  on  the  Council's  roads. 

This  machine  proves  extremely  useful  in  dealing  v;ith  serious  drain  or 
sewer  stoppages  and  on  occasions  \jhon  flooding  takes  place.  It  is  also 
used  as  a snowplough.

DOLlESTIC 

The  installation  of  appliances  capable  of  burning  solid  smokeless  fuels 
of  the  tj'-pes  \;hich  v;ere  a.vailablo  continued  in  nev/  and  improved  dwellings. 

During  1967  your  first  houses  with  solid  fuel  central  heating  systems 
became  available,  but  as  rav/  coal  is  largely  used,  little  benefit  as  far  as 
cleaner  air  is  concerned  is  derived. 

The  Wentworth  House  Aged  Persons  Scheme  was  completed,  comprising  Warden's 
House,  CoLmon  Room,  Launderette  etc.  and  twenty  four  bungalows,  all  served  by  a 
small  district  heating  systoi.i  fired  by  solid  fuel. 

The  ixckton  Kail  Scheme  with  twenty  six  bungalows,  Warden's  House  and 
similar  communal  facilities  was  also  completed.  This  again  is  heated,  by  a 
solid  fuel  district  heating  system. 

Enom.ious  benefits  are  derived  from  these  systems,  combing  the  efficient 
use  of  fuel  with  the  virtual  elir.iination  of  low  level  atmospheric  pollution.

The  two  brickv/orks  are  still  hand-fired  coal  burning. 

The  scrap  cable  rccoveig*  pls.nt  is  fitted  v/ith  a purpose  built,  oil- 
fired  furnace.  Tlriis  plant  is  controlled  by  H.m.  i..lkali  Inspectorate, 

a11  other  industrial  plant  is  either  automatically  coal-firod,  oil- 
fired,  gas-fire!  or  electrified.
